H AT God hath been pleas'd to ſupply to my Thoughts, as 

upon the Review ; 1 think fit to preſent the Reader as 

in.profpe@, and as a Key to the clearer underſtanding

We ought to diſtinguiſh betwixt Chriſt obſerving 
the Fathers, and his own Time not then Come, and ſo not anſwer- 
rg a Dueſtion out of Time ;, and the proper Time appointed by the 
Father; viz. When Chriſt xas Aſcended,. and God gave to him 
the Revyclation to ſhew to his Servants Things, that, quickly, 
or immediately from that Time began to come to pals. For then He 
declares, Blefled is He that Readeth, and They that Hear, tc. 
So we ought to diſtinguiſh betwixt the Time, when the Father had. 
not declar'd to the Son that Day and Hour; and the Time; when 
He had defind by his Apoſtle Paul, That that Day could not 
come till the Man of Sin ſhould, as an Epiphanes be Reveal d, 
and then Effac'd by the Brightneſs of Chriſfts Appearance ; which 
Time of the Man of Sin zs circumſcrild 24 tv an Hour by hzs 
Forty two Months in the Apocalyps; And at the end of "ry: 


The Kingdom and Coming ot Chriſt is in ſpeedy motion to abol; 
Elim 


Him.. Thus therefore the Day of Chrift may be known, becauſe ſo 
made known by the Father Himſef.. 

2. | That we may better underſtand the meaning of the W irneſſes 
Prophelic diſtin from their Teſtimony, and Death, we ought to 


know

When therefore at Chriſts Death and Reſurreftion, Prophetic, 
and Viſion ſhould have ceas'd to have been prophelic only, and be- 
come Event and Fact; - He ſeal'd Viſion and Prophetic, that It 
ſhould continue prophelie ſtill, ſuffering, but not Entring into 
Glory, except into the, tous, Retired Glory of fitting at his Fa- 
thers Right Hand, and ExpeCting there, tu! bis Enemies be 
made his Foot-ſtool ; as at his Kingdom and: Appearance They 
ſhall be, but not before. 

Accordingly. Daniels T welfth- Chapter declares: the State of 
Chriſts Kingaonr ( Refreſented v. 1. 2. }. ) from that very Viſton 
of the Weeks He had Keceiv'd, chap. 9g. and the Death of Meſſi- 
ah at the end of them ; in a Threefold ſealing of propheſie ; that 7e 
ſhould be prophetic ſtill, and his Kingdom net appear. viz. The 
Sealing at bzs Refurreftion, til the Time of the End. ». 4. The 
ſealing of the (wearing Time, Times, Half a Time for the ſcat-

The Revelation folaws, 3 a New 1 cftament, clearer Prophke- 
ſee, firſt in owning the Sealing,and then unſealing or by degrees bringi 
into EFe, as naturally as Marc. 1. os Malachi Gt , ſothe Lamb 
newly ſlain, c. 5- Received the Book, v2, of rhe Kingdanm, 
ſeatd) with ſeven Scals from the Hand: of Him thar ſare' on the 
Throne, who had T ime in his own power. Ss the Kingdom 
nit Appearing, Prophefie was ſeal'd, and to be Propheſie, tall the 
Scals were orderly open'd by Chrift. At the {1xth and ſeventh Seals 
T he Kingdom of our appeard in the Dragon being caſt 
out of Heaven ; or the Devils Kingdom in Paganiſm {ub con- 
demn'd there ; overcome-fundamentally in the Neath of Chriſt, or 
Blood of the Lamb, minifterially by the word of his Teſtimony 
in the four fir{t Seals open'd, and Voices of the Goſpel Mint- 
ſters, Come, and ſee; and by the Martyrdoms of the fifth Seal, 
or the Souls under the Altar, who loved not their Lives unto 
Death. Of this the Chriſtian Empire from Conſtantine was gi- 
ven 0n Earth, as an Emblem or Counterpoint of what was done in 
Heaven, tithe death of T heodoſe the Grear. 

But the Devil being to have a Kingdom fiill on Earth, axd to 
Adminiſter it with Great Rage; There is a ſecond ſealing of Pro- 
pheſie ;, or continuing of Propheſie to be Propheſie ſtill, and the King- 
dom not appearing; Viz. during the 1269 days of the fx firſt 
Trumpets, whoſe paſſmg off is alſo unſealing and bringing the 
Kingdom into Event. And This was in the Vilion in Hand, The 
Sealing the 144900, as Witneſſes in Sackcloth, viz. The Ser- 
vants of Chrilt ct in Glory, but in a mourntul rare ; And that 
very State, ſo long as 1t laſts, is it ſelf Prophelic, a certain demonſtra- 
tion the Kingdom of Chriſt is delay'd in its Appearance; For 
when He Appears, Thoſe His Servants, and all his Servants ſhall 
Appear in Glory with Him, as the Viſion of the innumerable

tHere then us the true Account of the 1260 days Propheſie, The 
wery Bring, and ſtate of the Witneſſes is a Prophelte; and ſhews 
the Kingdom of Chriſt in Prophetic, and nit yet come; and ſo 
the Witneſſes having finiſh'd their Teftimony, and being ſlain 
and ſeen dead, yet ſpeak, and Prophelic; which afſeils the doubt of 
their Prophche while dead. 
At the morning of the Half Time in ' wr ts our Lords Riſing 
61 the Morning of the Third day ; Propheſte made as it were a 
Prefatory Paſſing into Fa@t, and Event in the Reformation,where-

his Kingdom and as the Lyon of the Tribe of Judah roared; 
and Prophecy,as ſeven T hundersuttercd its voice,and the Buok of 
the Kingdom was open in Chrilt's hand as i/ ail was then to be 
Finiſtyd , but becauſe one Hundred Eighty days of Prophetic remain d, 
Prophcette was this tajl Time leal'd in the 1 inn utterances 
ſcal'd, the Book cloje 4+- the Prophers Bowels ; and Prophetic 
would be but Prophelie, till the end of thoſe days; In ſign of which, 
John 2ras, as in the perion of the Witneſſes commanded to Pro- 

hefic again, but with this Conſolation; 25 Chrijt (wore the Time, 
Times Halr T ime « ſealing | rophehie firſt; Fo he Swore 
now, There ſhould be n» more Sealing, no more Time but the 75 
years of Finithing, aſter the 1260 days were cnded,art the feycnth 
Trumpets Entrance to (ound. 

Now jor the order and Connexion of all theſe Things, It lies net in 
order of Chapters, but in theſe Four Tubes, or Pipes of the Apaca- 
Iyptical Prophcliz, az T imes, viz. The Seals, c. G. c. 7. the 

rumpets, viz. The tix Firſt, c. 8. c. 9. c. 10. c. 1. and then 
the Latt Trumpet c. 11. 15. with its ſeven voices, or the ſealed 
utterances of the I hunders unſealed into loud Voices aud EticCts, 
c, 14. and its Vials, c. 15. c. 1G. Now Each theſe I ubes, aud 
Each Joynt of eac> Tube, viz. Each Seal, Each I rumper, 
Each Voice, and kach V ial are fo organiy d, as t9 be connetted one to 
another at the end of &:ach preceeding either I nbc, or Joynt of Each 
Tube; and make the continuance or Prolongation of Apocalyptic 
Time to its jull Keach or Extent, viz. From the firſt Seal to the 
laſt Vial of th: leventh Trumpet, making from the End of the laſt 
of the ſeventy weeks, 1775 years at length to the Kingdom of Chritt 
and beyond them lye the T houtand years of that Kingdom of Chrilt 
Viz. of the T houſand years in the New Jeruſalem. 

New as to what remains, Our great Concernment is to know the 
{igns of tbe preſent Time upm us, and jo our duty in Relation to them : 
And certainly now, if at any Time it may be ſaid unto us, ye Hipo- 
crites, Ye can diſcern the Face of the Sky, how is2t, ye cannot 
diſcern the Face of the T ime? Now we ought to have underltand- 
ing in the Times, that we may know, what Iſrael ought to do. 

Fer now we are nigh the laſt even Times, or years of the Twelve 
Hundred ſixty; And though [ know an am demonſlratively aſjurd, 
the [Implicit Services of the true Church, VW icncfles, and Scrvants 
of Chrilt have all along in Kelation to thrs Prophetic been accepted, 
Becauſe this Prophelie hath not been Explicith underſtood; yet the 
clearer our Apprehen{ious are of this Prophclic near to be Fulhil'd,

the more Spirituous, and Noble, and ſo of (weeter Savor to God, and 
Chriſt, would be our ſervices, and it will now be every day a greater 
blame ujou us not to underſtand it plainly and openly. 

Now our Duty, Exp:&ation and Prayers are to be proportion'd to the 
ſeveral ſtations, Chrijtians are in, viz. 1. That the preſent Princes, 
Powers, and Forces of the Chriſtian world may, as they ought, and 
ſhall, Bruiſ: the Head of that Szrpentine Antichriſtian Dan. 
thht hath Jo long lain as an Adder in the way, butng the Horſe 
heels of Power, and making the Riders fall backward znto the ſame 
Apoſtalic ; elſe how can all the Witneſfes of Chriſt, as they muſt 
come out of Sackcloth ? Herein we wait for the Salvation 0 
the Lord in the midſt of all Conwulſtons, Counter-motions and Con- 
cuſſions of ſtates and Nations that may be. 

2. That there may, as there ſhall certainly be a Subjuling and Sink- 
ing down of all Mountainous Church power, into the Vhiladelphian 
Plain, and eſpecially All Remains of that Synagogue of Sathan, 
that caſts out of the Chriſtian Synagogue for Forms, (to which may 
be too much applyed, Gen. 49. 5. 6. 7.) ſhall be cut off ; and They 
of it ſhall worſhip the Aſcending witnefles; For that whole State of 
things ſince the R ermdrion hall be Iook*d back upon with Repen- 
tance, and felf Condemnation, as no way Comporting with the King- 
dom of Chriſt, but as One Demeritorious Cauſe of Sealing the 
T hunders, or Staying the powers of the Goſpel, from bringing forth 
the Kingdom of Chriſt. The whole Robe or Garments of that 
State ſhall be laid aſide, as Dehiled, 

3. We ought All in our private perſons to be in Sackcloth, as in the 
undefiled Garments, watching and keeping them, becarſe we wait 
for the Bridegroom, and mourn tif He comes; Leſt he come 
at an Hour we know not; Eſpecially and particularly becauſe our 
own Sins, and Slumbrings have ſo long deſers/d hzs delay ;, as alſo, 
that that Inceſtuous Antichriſtian Reuben, that calls himſelf the 
Firſt born, may be wholly caſt 0ut of the Chriſtian name; For He 
hath long gone wp to the Royal Bed of Chriſt,-and defiled it, 
He hath defiled his Couch. 

Now that the days may not be poomage, nor occaſon to Any be 
Given to ſay, Every Vition faileth ; but that what 1 have written, 
may Take hold ; 7 deſire with Humiliation, Faſting and Sack- 
cloth to appeal by Prayer, and Supplication to that Divine Spirit, 
who hath ſaid, Jerem. 28. 9. When the Word of the Prophet 
ſhall come to paſs, then ſhall the Propher be known, that the 
Lord hath truly ſent Him. And that this Offering to Chriſt, and 
his Churches, and this Nation may be Accepted, being Sanftified by 


the Holy Ghoſt.

OR, 


A Brief Explanation of that principal Apocalyptical Viſion ; 
The Viſion of the Two Witneſles 3 Of their Sackcloth 
Propheſie for 1260 Days, and when Thoſe Days Began ; 
Of their Teſtimony Finiſh'd 3 when 3, and of their being 
KilPd »por their Finiſhing that Teſtimony 53 Of their 
Dead Bodies Lying Three Days and a Halt Unburied 
and ſeen; Of their Riſing in ſome part, at the Morning 
of the Half Day, or at the Reformation 3 but much more 
Fully, and Gloriouſly at the End of the Balf Day, or 1697, 
when their Aſcenſion, and its Great Effe&s ſhall Follow, 
and the Turkiſh Woe ſhall paſs off 5 wherein there is an 
Humble, and modeſt Diſſent Entred to the Incomparable 
M. S. Jurieu #» his Accompliſhment of Prophelie, and 
the Learned, and Reverend Dr. Creſſener in his late 
Treatiſe of the Judgments of God o# the Roman Catho- 
lick Church. as to this viſion 3 and that only by Eſtabliſhing 
a different Scheme. 


'T HE Viſten of the Witneſſes may with Great Right be called The Apocalypti- 


cal Compaſs, or Sea Chart to guide us concerning Prophetical Times, and 
our Notions upon them 3 a even in Relation to our own Times ; who 
are very near that point of Time, concerning which Chriſt hath ſworn 
There ſhall be Time no more, but for the Finiſhing the Myſtery of God under 
the Beginning of that Quick Trumpet the $-1enth Trumper. That we may therefore 
Righrly Apprehend this Viſion of the Witn«ſſes, 1 ſhall Endeavour to give the plain- 
eſt Scheme, I can, of ir, and with all Brevity, that in one view we may have it 
nnder our Eye, 
In order hereunto I lay theſe Two Foundarions : 
1. That Scheme of this Viſion, that does moſt Enter-weave and Concentre it with 


other Correſpondent Prophetical Viſions in Daniel and this Book of the on” 
A tkely

likely to be the Trueſt, I ſhall therefore in every part Endeavour to parallel this 
Viſion with thoſe other Correſpondent Piſins by joyning each Anſwering Tach of 
Connexion one with the other, in this, and other V1/1ns. 

2. That Scheme of this Viſion is Beſt, that Gives it the Greateſt Comprehenſive. 
neſs of the Chriftian Church in all its parts; For whatever Scheme of it narrows, 
and confines it ro ſome parts only, diminiſhes irs Greatneſs, and thereby Brings 
it ſelf under a Jealoufie, Thar It 1s not a True Scheme of ſo Grand a Viſion, 

The whole Viſi-n therefore is cloſely uniced with Thoſe Two Witneſs- Churches, 
Pergamus and Thyatyra, which Two, as They are expreſcly call'd Candleſticks ro- 
= with the other Seven Churches, Revel. c. 1. So the Two Witneſſes are in Re» 

-rion to rhoſe Two Churches call'd the Two Candleſtichs, that ſtand before the God 
of the whole Earth. 

Naw Thar which Evidences theſe Two Churches to be Witneſs-Churches is; That 
in Pergam:44, we find the DoFrine of Balam, and in Thyatyra the Propheteſs Jeſebel, 
( then which There cannot be found Two fitter Symbols of the Popiſh Apoft afie in 
Scripture ;) and che Firſt of theſe, Pergamis, is ſaid ro Have Them, that Held, and 
cou'd not Help it ſelf; and the other Thyatyre is ſaid to ſuffer and could nor Help ir; 
and therefore the Things, that had been otherwiſe exceeding Great, and Foul, 
if eicher had conſented, are charg'd by Chriſt, as only ſmall Things againſt them, 
While therefore, There are any Hidden Saints in the Chriſtian World, that Ap- 
pear as of that ApoFate Roman Church, becauſe They are no ſooner diſcovered, bur 
They are clap'd under the Ingq-ſitionz or any Charches of the Reformed, thar would 
Thruſt out that Roman Apoſtaſie from having the Appearance of a Church in the 
World, and Cannor ; becauſe They are under Popiſh Princes and Laws; So long 
The Witneſſes are not Riſen, 

Now that the ſeven Churches are a Propheſie of the Apoftaſie is enough Argued 
by the firſt working of the Miſtery of Iniquity, or Epheſus falling from its firft Love, 
then growing up to a Synagegue of Sathan in Smyrna, Aſcending to a Throne of $4- 
than in Pergamus, becoming an Ancient Kingdom with its Depths of Sathanic Polt- 
cies in Thyatyra ; and then Retrench'd in the Partial Reformation of Sardis, and the 
Full Ejeftion of it in the Philadelphian State, Now Thoſe Two Churches which 
were under the Potentacy of this Apeſtaſie in Balam, and Jezebel, againſt the Firſt 
of which Moſes and Aaron, and Eljah and Elrſhah againſt the Larrer, were the 
Ancient Witneſſes in Prophetical Symboliſm, T hey are the Two Witneſs Churches, 

Of the ſame Importance with the Witneſſes in Sackcloth are the 144cos ſealed, 
C of which the ſecrer 7000 in the Time of Eltjah were the Types ) Thele are ſealed, 
and ſo ſecured from the Contagion of the Apoflaſie, and from the Plagues upon it ; 
and however, They might Fall under the ourward ſtroke, yer They were by the 
ſealing Antidoted againſt the Envenom'd Sting: and the Glory of Chrifts Kingdom 
15 by their ſealing, who ſhall be ſo Great a part of ir, Declar'd Reſcrv'd, and Laid 
up for Future Time of the New Jeruſalem, fo that none of thoſe Blaſts of the 
Trumpets could Reach ir, becauſe Seal'd. 

Together with the witneſſes in Sackchth, and the Sealed are the worſhipers in 
the meaſured Temple; And the Propheſie of the witneſſes in Sack-clath is as long, 
and as broad as the Wilderneſi-ſtate of the Woman, the Church ; and the Twelve 
Hundred ſixty Days of the one and the other, are the ſame, For the Woman the 
Church 1s the Witneſſes her feed in an Union, or ColleRion 3 and the witneſſes, 


the ſeed are the Woman the Church in a diſtinion, diflribution, or Even a diſperſi- 


on, war'd with, ſcatter'd, ſlayn in the whole duration, or 1260 Days, 
This viſion of the Witneſſes ar full dimenfions, or in its whole duration of 1269 
days is to be diſpos'd into Three Intervals, or Remarkable ſpaces. =

1. The Time of the Teſtimony, until it was Finiſhed. 

2. The Time of the Killing the witneſſes, and their dead Bodies lying expos'd, 
md unburied for the Three days and a Half. 

3- The change of Things at the very Morning of the Half day ſtrongly I 
plyed in the Three days, and a Half, and more fully expre&'d by compare wit 
Correſpondent viſions. 

And in each of theſe, Ir 1s moſt neceſlary ro find the Epoch, or Beginning, 
and in each of them alſo the Period, aud the end: For thus, beſides, that the 
ſtare of the whole wi/on will be moſt clearly underſtood ; Beſides this, I ſay, 
The Beginning and the End of the whole 1260 days will be alſo moſt clearly 
undertſtood, Both which to underſtand is moſt Abſolutely neceflary to the know- 
ledge of Prophetical Times now upon us; For by the knowledge of the Begin- 
ning, we ſhall come to know the End, and by knowing the end, we know 
what exceedingly concerns us to know, both becauſe ir is ſo Great, and becauſe 
it is ſo Near, 

The Teflimony is to be diſtinguiſhed from the Prophecy, For that laſted the 
whole 1260 days in Sackclth, but the Teftrmony is Frnſh'd before the 1250 day? 
end; And it is to be diſtinguiſhed from the Time of being Kwu'd, and Lying 
dead ; For the Killing, and Lying dead was nor, till the Teftimony was Finiſhed, 

The Time of the Te(!1mony therefore was from the Beginning of the Apoſtaſie, 
before the Beaft the prince of the War, wherein the Witneſſes are overcome 
and Kil'd, was either efiter'd at all into his Fowty Two M-nths, or before He 
was Riſen to his Manly ſtate, call'd 656. wiz. to ſuch a puilſance as to make thar 
War, or to overcome” and Kill, being till then in an Infant condition. 

The Time of the Teftimny then, is Evidently the Firſt part of the Sackcloth 
Prophecy, and muſt begin with the very firſt of the 1250 days, and muſt end, 
when the Beaſt Riſen out of the Bottomleſs pit had made his War, and in that 
War had overcome and hill 'd. 


The Teflimmny muſt begin with the 1260 days; For that the Prophecy ſo Began Rev. 11, 
is plain Letter of Scripture; And it muſt fo end, for the Teftimony was Finiſh'd, v. 2. 3+ 7+ 


when the Beaſt made War, ouzrcame, and hil'd, as the Letter of Scripture 1s alio 
moſt expreſs. 

For the finding then the Time of the Beginning and ending of the Teſtimony, 
we muſt compare all parallel viſions and Times, for without reſpe& to every 
Thing, or at leaſt to Principal Things, we cavnor Rightly pronounce 3 So that 
ſo m:ch of a Propherical Scheme? 1s neceflary to every juſt propherical Judgment. 

To find therefore the Beginning of this Teftimony in Sackclth, There are 
ſome more General, and ſome more particular, and preciſe Notes. 

Note 1. The firſt more general note is, The Church of Smyrna ended in the 
ſucceeding Church of Pergamus ; the Synazo;ue of Sathan in Smyrna, Rifing to a 
Throne of Sathan in thar firſt witneſs Church, as hath been ſhown 3 Now the Cha- 


rater of Time to the Church of Smyrna, was the Dreadful Perſecutions under Rev. 2. 10. 
the laſt Heatheu Emperns, when the Souls Faithſul unty Death, lay under the 13+ C- 6. 9+ 


Altar, And then that Church receiv'd the Crown of Life in the Chriſtian Empire 
from Conſtantine ro Theodofius the Great his Death; near to which Time, the 
witne{ſes of Pergamia entred into that part of their Sachclarh Prophecy, ftyl'd 
their Teſlimmy, 

Note 2, The ſecond General note 1s the Time, when the ſcaling of the ſealed 


entred into its Force, and Efficacy; For that being of the ſame Imporrance « ,, x, 


with the Covering of Sachcloath, when the one Began, the ocher muſt begin alſo : 
Noi the Seals being againſt che blaſt: of the Trumpets, whenever the Trumpets 
A 2 began 
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began ſo to blow, that the Barbarous Nations made their Tnrodes on the Weſtern 

re, then the Sealing entred into its Efficacy, and then the witneſſes began 
their Sackcloth Prophecy, for then the Apoſtaſie againſt which the Trumpets were 
directed, and from which Taint and ſtroke, the true Chriſtians were Seal'd and 
preſerv'd, was entred. ; 

Note 3. When the Gentiles and their Impure worſhip in their Demmolatry or 
worſhip of dead Heroes or the Worſhip of dead Saints 1nva«ved the Holy City, and out- 
ward Court of the Chriſtian Profeſſion; Then the Daily Sacrifice of pure publick Wor- 

Rev. 11, 1. ſhip, which ought re be in the outward Court, was Taken away, Then the Haly 
Worſhippers Retired into the ſecrer Temple, Then the Witnelſes immediately Be- 
g1n their Sackcloth, and from that very Time the Twelve hundred ſixty Firſt of the 
Twelve bundred ninety Days Began according to Dan. 12. 11, From the Time the 
Daily, &c. 

Note 4. Whenever the Woman went into the Wilderneſs, the Sackcloth-witneſſes 
muſt Begin; For the Woman,and her Seed differing only in the Notion of Coll-&1on 
and Diſtriburion, Their 1250 Days moſt be the ſame, and therefore Begin and 
End together 3 And while one is in the Wilderneſs the other muſt be in Sackcloch, 
when ſhe is in the Wilderneſs, the Daily Sacrifice muſt be Taken away from the 
Temple, for how can the Service he withour the Church ? Now when ſhe Brought 
forth thar Type of the Great Prince, Meſſiab, wiz. the Chriſtian Emperour ; Imme- 
diately Norice is Given of her Flight, to ſhew the Apofaſie was near that Time of 
the Chriftian Emrire Brought forth, and when the Dragon! was utterly Caſt down by 
the ſolemn Prayer of Theodoſuus the Chriitian Emperour, of his Chriſtian Army, an 
Subjets Typ'd by the Incenſe of the ſeventh Seal, even in the midſt of that Barrel, 
which was the laſt diſpute berwixt him and Eugeniws, whether Chriftianity or Hea- 
theniſm ſhould be Superior, The Angels prepar'd to ſound, and the Perſecution of the 
Chriſtian Church and Chriftian Empire by the Barbarians was very near; but the 
Apoitafie Entring at the ſame Time, The Apoſtate Church and Empire was only Hirt, 
for the True Church was in the Wilderneſs, Hid from the ſtroke, and by degrees 
from the very Eye of the Serpent. 

Now All Theſe Four Notes were not long after the Death of Theod»ſius 295, 
and in the former part of the Fifth Century 3 So that we know in general The days 
of putting on the Sachchth muſt be berween the Year 400, and the Ceflation of the 
Chriflian Empire in Auguſtulis 47 5. and therefore mighc be in that year aſligned, 
why 437+ without any Conariety to the Prophefie, and muſt be near that Time 

owever., 

Bur the more preciſe, and particular Notes of the Beginning of the 1260 Days 
are 3 

T1. That which is ſo Apparent to All, who Acknowledge the Roman Apoſtaſie to 
be the Apetafie, the Witneſſes Teſtifie 1n Sackcloth againſt, and that the Yapacy is 
the Beaft, that mabes War againſt, overcomes, and Kills them, It cannot be Re- 
fugd ; The Reformation that began by the Miniſtery of Luther 1517, muſt be the 
Half Time Beginning, or Morning of the Half Day, or the beginning of the Half 

art of the 1260 Days, viz. The Laſt 180, From that 1519. Carry back then the 

hree equal parts or a 1080 years of the 126@ years, and vou fall perpendicularly 
upon the year 437+ as the Epoch or beginning of the Witneſſes entring into Sack- 
cloth ; Now the Reformation begun by Luther continues to this Day, and fo muſt 
be a Remarkable Note of Time. 

2. I have inother Diſcourſes made out, that the 1335 Days in Danie! Running 
to the Bleſſed End, in which every Saint of God with Dantel ſhall and in the Lox 
of the New Jeruſalem are ſo Great a part of Daniels 2300 Even. Morn. to the Great 

Sabs 
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Sabbatiſm,that there can be Allowed,burt goo years from the End of the 50 *Weeks, 
for thoſe 1335 years to take their due place in, bur that the Firſt of chem muſt 
begin at 437+ where thoſe 4<o years muſt end,or ſome of the 1335.(which is ur- 
terly impollible ) be ſhur our: Now on the Firſt of thoſe 1335, The Wiineſſes 
put on their Sackclth, becauſe the 1260 are the firſt of the 1335. UT. ar 437- 

3. I have alſo made our, that the Succeſſion of the Bea#t che Erghth King, bur 
ſeventh Head muſt needs be juſt art 475, when the ChriSizan Empire, Ceas'd ; and 
that the Gentiles Months muſt needs have been Thircy Eight years before, as an 
Intercalation to the ſhortneſs of the Beaffs Months, compar'd with the Wztneſſes 
1260 Days, as alſo to prepare the Kingdom of the Beaft, Taking then Thirty eight 
years of the Gentiles Months, before the Beats Months begin art the End of 475, 
and rheſe Genriles Months muſt begin 437. Now whenever the Gentiles Months be- 
gin, the Witneſſes 1250 Days muſt begin alſo, ſo both muſt therefore Legia pre- 
ciſely at 437. becauſe the Gentiles Months were begun juſt 38 before 475. _ 

And thus I have Endeavoured to preſent a juſt proof of the Epoch or Beginning 
of the Witneſſes 1250 Days at the year 437 3 which conſequentially mult cnd ar, 
and cannot End before, 1697. 

I come in the ſecond place to ſhew by the ſame compare of Times, an:l Corre(-

he Tefimony it ſelf is that Denunciation of Divine Judgments, as on ſprritaal 
Ezypt, Balam, Jezebel, Babylon, in former T ypes and according to the Action of 
thoſe ſeveral Witneſſes of God, that had been of old ; As Bringing down Fire from 
Heaven, and ſhutting Heaven, as Elnah, and Eliſhab, and turning W aters into Blood, 
as Moſes and Aaron ; and in general to ſmite the &arth with Plagues, as often, as 
They will, fignifving, They ought ro will it continually, and fo to do it; All the 
ſeveral Plagues then of the Four Firſt Trumpets Fell into their Teftlimny, ro which 
there is alſo ſome Reference in theſe Remarks before given ; as in Fire, Waters 
turned into Bligd, the ſhutting Heaven, bringing the Drought, and Smoke, whence 
the Locufls came. 

Bur now che Finiſhing of their Teflimony is determin'd by the Beaſts Riſing out ef 
the Bottomleſs Pit ; ſo far it Reaches ; From that Time All 1s in preparation to their 
Death, For the Beafls Aſcending, His making W ar, I\is Overcoming, and Killing, 
and their Bodies Lying Dead, Expos'd, and yet not Buried, are all in a Conacxion, 
and Continuation from one part ro another, and cannot be ſundered, 

Now by the Compare of this V7/1on with another parallel Viſion, we ſhall be in- 
ſirufted both of the Witneſſes Teftimony Finiſh'd, and of the Beaſts Riſing (o near 
one to another, as we find them here plac'd in their mutual Reſpetts, 

As ſoon 2s ever the Roman Empire became Antichriftianiz'd ; the Witneſſes he- 
gan their Teſtimony confirm'd by the Judgments of the Four Firſt Trumpets, which 
vacated that Empire for the Beaſttan Succeſſion : It is true the order of the Chriſtian 
Emperours laſted till Auguflulius is Abdication, as Jehoiakim, Feconizh, and Zede- 
lah were of che Order of Davids Hoaſe and Kingdom ; Yer degenerating into Ba- 
biloman Manners they became Vaſlals under the Babilonian Monarchy firſt, and were 
then Capttuated into it; Even chus the Chriſtian Empire was firſt Antichriſtianiz'd, 
and fo ſarrendred to the Antichriſttan Succeſſion under thoſe Judgments of God; 
that were refiified by the Wirneſſes, and operated thereunto. 

Bur when Antichriſt firſt entred his Succeſſion, He was a Toungling Beaſt, that 
by degrees only Learn'd to be a Lyon and to Hunt the Prey ; ſo long the Tejtimany 
of the Wirneſſes paſs'd Him over ; but when He roſe rowards his Number, Took 
upon him openly, and avowedly the Supremacy from Phocas, God foreſeeing the 
Witneſſes were toon to Dye, as Witneſſes, and their Teſtimony thereby to be filenc'd, 
ſums 
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ſums up their TefFimmny, and repreſents ie by an Angel Flying through the mdft of 
Heaven charg'd with the Three Woe Trumpets together, the laſt of which com- 

rchend the Vials, which are expreſsly call'd the laft Plagues, and wherein is 
Fill'4 up the Wrath tf God, : 

Now I Appeal to any Thoughtful Perſon, whether the putttng theſe three Woe 
Trumpets together, which bring the Beaſt ro his Final Ruine, and beyond which 
there is not any Wrath of Ged to give Teſtimony unto, be nor a High Elah of Signi- 
fication, that the Teſtimony of the Witneſſes was in a kind of Haſte ſum'd up by the 
Flying Angel, and Finiſh'd as it were preparing to their being Ki/l'd; And to ſh: w 
the Wiſdom of Providence: The Teſtimony, that it might for ever Remain, a Te- 
ſtimonv, was given, as ſum'd up by a _ of their own, over rul'd to that 
End; Grezmy the Great ; a Cajaphas and Balam fo far as Papal ; fo far as a Good 


Lire of Man, a Witneſs of Chrift; immediately on which the Beaſt under the Emblem of 


Time as 


a Falling Star is faid to open the Bottomleſs Pit, and to aſcend in a Charrior of 


Aprcal\ptic, Smobe, as hath been more fully elſewhere explain'd: This was abour the year 506,

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Soon afrer which, viz- 622. Mahomets Hegire, or Date of Time began ; and his 
Saracens as L1cufts were coming our z thus far is the Connex1on of theſe two Vifi- 
ons, and the Time of the Teftrmony Finiſh'd a(ſur'd, 

From this Time the Beaft Aſcending every Day into more and more Power b 
his Key of the Bottomleſs Pit began his War concerning Image Worſhip, providentz- 
ally call'd Iconomachia, or the War abour Worſhip of Images at the very Time of his 
Number $666. viz. Anno Dom. 725. as is in the ſame Diſcourſe made our, and in 
which by degrees He Overcame, andiin the ſecond Councel of Nice 787, ſo Famous 
on that Account, Fe Kill:4; Here the Witneſſes Anathematiz'4 were firuck 
Dead, and Damw'd as Hererichs ; fo that from thence they lay as Carboſſ*s of Wit- 
neſſ*s, that chough they ſtill Propheſied, Forerold Plagues, yet cheir Teſtimony as 
of Heretichs under Holy Churches flrobe of Death had no Life, or Spirit, Bur theſe 
Witneſſ-s could not be buried, becauſe the People, Kindreds, Tongues and Nations 
Furniſhing new Succeſſions of Witneſſes would pot ſuffer it : So that as Abel, 
though _ they yet ſpabe and prophefied, and Foretold the Judgments and King- 
dom of Chriſt, 

All this —_ Ratified with natural Deaths, and Great Slapghters as of the Albi- 
genſes, and Waldenſes ; And thus there being eſpecially about'the grb, 1th, 11th, 
and 12th Centwries, an utter filerce of theſe Witneſſes, as ro any Power, or Vigor 
of Teftimony, there aroſe thoſe High Congratulations of the Inhabitants of the Earth 
One with Another. 

Now this whole State of the Witneſſes is briefly combehended in that one word; 
Antipas my Faithſul Wirn:ſs, ſlain in the Church of Pergamus, the Witneſs Church, 
united with the other Witneſs Church, Thyatyra ; berween which two were Satans 
Throne and Satans Depths or Arcana Imperiit. This Antipas no Fecleſiaflic Hiſtory 
can give us a Comment upon, but theſe Vifians compared expound Him to us, even 
the Antipapal Witneſſes, as the word ſtrily ſignifies, entripg into their three Days, 
and a half of being Kill'd and lying Dead. 

For when the Witneſſes are thus ſ{ain, the three Days and a half enter ; the true 
Nature and Nation of which being firſt ſtared, we ſhall certainly find their Be- 
ginning, ard End. 

The Firſt thing then, that is to be Done, is to ſertle the matter of Fa accord- 
ing to all Hiſtorical, and even preſent, Daily, and Experimenta/ Know ledge of ir, 

We know'then, that the Antichriftian Apoſtafie raifing ir ſelf by Degrees, and 
Paganiſh Chriflianity gerring place in that manner, in the Invocation of Saints, and 


Worſhip of Imager, there muſt be a Firft parrof the 1259 D.yr, wherein Remon- 
ſtarccs 
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firances againſt thoſe Corruptions, and applying the Judgments on the Emprre 

lainly leading to its Ruine might be Heard ; there was a Time ( however not ro 
C made good by Hiſtory) that we know affuredly from Propheſre, there were ſo 
ſad Forebudes and Predi&tions, as the three Laſt Woe Trumpets were ſull of ; while 
therefore ſuch Teſtimonies were of Credir, value, and force, fo long the Wirneſ- 
ſes Teftified, and were nor ſlzin ; when they could be Heard no longer, then the 
Teſtimony was finiſh:d, and this was as hath b-en (aid till 9587, or the ſecond Nicean 
Councel. And then the Infſallible Roman Oracles Anathematizing all comrary Teflim- 
ny, and prevailing to Do fo, the Witneſſes were ſlain ; This ſtare of Things laſted, 
and prevail'd more, and more from 787 till 1517, when Luther Role, From 
his Time ( which muſt therefore needs be the laſt Half Time or 180 years ) 
the Teflimmny of the witneſſes againſt Anti-briſtian Corruptions, hath prevail'd in 
all Kingdomes, where rhe Reformarion hath been ESabliſh'd by Law, Bur on 
the contrary where Kingd»ms and States do ſtill wholly devote themſelves to 
the Papacy; The witneſſes ſti!l lye, ( however there may have been ſome Re- 
ſpits of Indulgence ) under Anathem.cs and Death, Executed by the Ingnifition 
or more outragious perſecutions, as opportunity ferves. 

Now all theſe varieties having plainly fallen within the 1259 Years or from 
437 to this preſent day; there is evidence Reaſon for the Srgnaltzing ſome part of 
theſe 1250 days, as more Intimate, and deep Time, of the witneſſes lying as 
dead Bodyes in open ſight, and view, 

How Fitly then may they be call'd days by way of Epitome, as ſome Quint-e/- 
ſential deeply Signaliz'd4 part of Time taken out of ſo many days, How firly 
Three, and a Half, as ſome part of Time taken out of each 350 or third equal 
part of the 1250 days, and out of the laſt 180 days or Half part of each equal 
third part: Day being moſt Expreſſive of ſuch a definite part of Time. 

How much more fitly may they be divided intro Three, and a Heh, when the 
Womans 1260 days, who only ( as hath been ſaid ) notionally differs from the Rev, 1+, 
Witneſſes, are plainly di.iinguiſhed into three parts, and a Half, called three ,,, 5», ; 4 
Times, and a Half, when ſhe was not onely in the Wilderneſs as in the 1250 
days, but ſo deep, as to be Hid from the Eye of the Serpent; Seing then the Wit- 
ne(ſ-1. and the Woman are the ſame; the three Days, and a Half muſt be other 
words, but the ſame thing with three Times, and a Half; otherwite the women 
though in every thing, bur notion, the ſa:;ne with the witneſſes, muſt have three 
Times, and a Half, which the witneſſ*s have not; or the witneſſes though the ſame, 
excep: in the notion of Single, and ColleFive, muſt have three days, and a 
Half, which the woman hath nor, neicher of which can be Allowed, 

And ſceing there is a moſt evident Alluſion to our Lords Death, ReſurreTion, 
and Aſcenſion; and that his ſtate of Death was meaſured by three days, and yer 
they were not three whole days, but the Evening of the Firſt, the whole of the 
Second, and the Morning of the Third were taken for the three Days. So theſe 
three days and a Half Intimate deep Time, beginning at the Evening of the 
Firft part, or 36© of the 1260 or firſt Time; and laſting the whole of the follow- 
ing 720 of the 1260 or the two rimes, and then that deepneſs of Time changes 
at the very Entrance of the laſt 180 of the 1260, or the Half Time; bur yet 
ſo that there is a great deal of the death of the witneſſes remaining, till the 
end of the 180. when the full Riſing of the witneſſes in and to rheir Aſcenſion, 
ſhall be ; even as our Lords Reſurretion was known onely to ch1ſen witneſſes, cill 
his Aſcen/ion and ſending of the Spirit. 

Now that the Time 1s by Prophecy, as well as by Hiftorical, and Experimen- 
tal matter of Fa# thus Limited, that the three days and half muſt be —_ 
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then the whole 1250 days, but cannot be ſo ſhort, as 'three years and a half as 
many have ſuppo:'d, will thus be made moſt Evident, : 

They cannot be fo long as the 1260, becauſe the Gentiles Moons entring juſt 
with, and giving occaſion to the 1250 days of Sackclath, firſt have a ſpace before 
the Beafts Moons 3 then the Beaſts Moons enter, which muſt be, as I have elſe. 
where prov'd juſt at the deceaſe of the Chriſtian Emperour, when the other 
Hierarchic Beaſt as Feet of Clay, and the ten Kings as Feet of Iran, Receiv'd power 
with him ar one Hour, 177. 475. when this was, yet the Beaft being in an Infan- 
tile flate, muſt waic the Negotiation of that other Hierarchic Beaſt to Raiſe him 
to his Image, number, and power, e're he could make war and overcome, and 
Kill; All this took of from the Time at large for the Killing the witneſſes, that Ic 
could not be fo long as 1260 days. 

Nor could theſe three days and a Half be ſo ſhort, as three years, and a Half; 
For the Beaffs ation being for Forty two Moons , that is, Time, Times, and half 
a Time of Lunar Time; And that in that Time, He had power giuen him to mabe 
"war with the Saints, and to overcome them,, _ very Action and in the ſame 
words expreſgd, that is Aſcrib'd tro Him in Relation to the witneſſes; ) He muſt 
mabe war, and overcome them in ſome part of each of thoſe, uz. part of Time, and 
half Time, and the whole of two Times, which are ſo divided in purpoſe, to 
lead the Calendar of Time; or elſe he had not Forty two Months or not Times, 
and half Time, as Dan. 7. 25. and Revel. 13, 5. Aſſures us; So He muft have a 
part of each to ſlay the witneſſes in; And it muſt be ſome Time alſo before 
the Reformation; before his Kingdom was Retrench'd ; Elſe it could nor be 
over Kindreds, Tongues, and People, which expreiies the moſt Univerſal Monar- 
chy: except the Reformation could be Univerſally Rooted out, wherever it is 
ſerrled; which cannot be ſuppoſed in ſo ſhort a Time, | 

Nor could that power, the Image of the Beaft Receiv'd to ſpeak, and fo cauſe 
that they who would not worſhip the Image of the Beaſt, ſhould be lil”d, be 
Refirain'd within three years, and a half; For it is certain, the witneſſes 
would not ſo worſhip, during the whole Time of the Image, and yet, if any 
would not ſo worſhip, the Image of the Beaſt had power to cauſe them to be put 
to death, and it cannot be ſuppos'd, when be had power, He would not Exe- 
cute itz; Now ifthe Beaf? did this all along, after His Image Receiv'd ſuch Pow- 
er; To what purpoſe ſhould there be three years, and a half of particular 
Time to do, what he had been doing throughout his Time: or to do rthar fo 
Poruy in a party Empire, which he had been doing in a more Univerſal 

mpire: 

The Maho»metan Times are indeed added, as concurrent charadters of the princi- 
pal Time of the Beaf, from his Riſmg out of the Botromleſs-Pit ro his Fall from 
'Beaitian Principality; the Kingdom of Chrift comming into its ſucceſſion z and moſt 
eſpecially from rhe Beafts ſo Riſing to the Killing the third of men, or the Ruin 
of the Eaſtern Empire; Each Roman Imperialiſm, Eaftern, and Weſtern, being 
Parallels one to another, in Bearing the Scyle of the third of Men as ſucceeding 
the third of Daniels Monarchies and Inheriting after ir as elſewhere ſhewn. 

And from thence by the Hour ſtiJl carryed over the Day, Month, and Tear, 
that Mahometan Turkiſh woe is fignifyed ro continue, as a woe, though not to 
kill the re$ of Men, or to overchrow the Weſtern as it did the Eaftern Empire, 
bur to continne as a Great woe on it, avd ro Laff till the Fall of the tenth of 
the Great City and the Aſcenſion of the witneſſ*s: Even heyond the Reformation by 
Luther, which as near the ſubduing the Eaffern Empire in Time, fo 1s it alſo 


in Prophetical Relation; For there comes nothing, but the Impenitency of th at 
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Weſtern Ref of Men Related in the end of c. $9. and the Reformation follows 
C. 10, and then by a Recolle&ion- of the whole ſtate of the Ajoſra/ie and of the 
Counter witneſs State, the Turkiſh woe is Mentioned no more, uni] it Riſes up 
after the witneſſes Riſing and Aſcent: ro ſhew, it ranall along till chen, and then 

fles off; and fo becomes a ſure Character of Time, on which no miſtake 
can fall, char while it laſts, The witneſſes are not Riſen, and Aſcended. 

From all, that hath been now ſpoken, if laid together, we have Apecalyptical 
Demonſtration ( 1 call it fo, becauſe All Truth hath its proper demonſtration, 
and Aprcalyptical hath its ) we have, I ſay, Apocahptical Demonſtra'ton, that the 
Witneſſes finiſh'd their Teſtimony abour 606. That from thence the Beaſts Riſing, 
making war, overcoming, killing, took up till 587 : Then began the View of their 
dead bodies throughout the whole breadth or Extent of the Roman Territories ; 
For tho' that Councel of Nice ſuffer'd ſome diipure, yet the worſhip of Images from 
that Time, ſo Authoritarively prevail'd through all Antich11/rzaniſm to this very 
day, that all oppoſition to its Carons is condemwd as Hereſie. 

Thus this State laſted without any memorable change, except growing deeper, 
till 1517. And then from Lathers rijing, while it was yet dark ( as was faid of 
our Lords ReſurreFion) in order to the Reformation, there pals'dabour ten years;until 
the Witneſſes ſtood ſo much on their Feer, that they were moſt proutdentially ac- 
cording to Propheſre, call'd Preteſtants; that 1s Open, Avowed witneſſes : of all which 
Chriſt appearing as with a Rainbow on his head. Roaring as a Lyon, Seven Thun- 
ders uttering their Voices, and the ſealed Book open'd, ( and yer a fiop on all this, till 
the laſt Half day be fully Expired,) Taken with the order of Time, and of the 
Apocalyjtic viſions are fo lively ſymbols, as ifduely confider'd,are not to be doubred. 

From all this, it appears, The Three days and 4 half parallel ro our Lords Three 
days in death, reach ia deep Time from 787 to 1527. Beginning ten years before 
the end of the firſt Time, and ending ten years after the beginning of the half Time, 
and make in the whole 740 years. 

And as before the three days and half, there is a ſufficient diſtintion of (6 
much of the 1260 days, as was requiſite ro a Time for Finiſhing the Teſtim:ry 
before Killing; ſo afrer the three days, and a half, there is ſo much Time left of 
the 1250 days, as 13 ſufficient for a partial riſing of the Witneſſes, or 2 vindication 
of them from that dead, Spiritleſs ſtate, wherein they before lay, by virtue of 
the Reformation: that 1s, in thoſe States and Kingdoms, wherein it was eftabliſh- 
ed by Princes, and their Laws, Bur yer there are ſuch conſtant Anathemaes ly- 
ing upon them, enforc'd by the Inquiſition, or ſudden outragious Perſecutions in 
Popiſh Kingdoms, and States, that beſides the Imperfetion diſcernable in the 
Reformation, in which there is, alas, roo much of a Name to Live, and yet 
being dead and of works not fill'd before God : It is very evident, a much more 
perfe&, and Complemental Ri/ng in order to Aſcenſim 15s to be moſt earneſtly 
expected, and prayed for: that ſo the Riſing and Aſcenſion being both univerſal, 
and perfe&, the Witneſſes may appear with the Lamb on Mount Zion, not under 
a Seal on their Foreheads, as in a Hidden State, but with the Fathers Name 
written in Glorious CharaRers there, and as in a ſplendid ſtare, 

For as the Witneſſes were (cen, even the whole 144000 together, as an oppo- 
fire party to the Beaſt before the 1250 days: Even ſo when the 1250 days are 
ended, the whole 144000 together ſhall appear with the Lamb, Aſcend-d on 
Mount Zim, as a Party Counter to the Beaſt: but with this great Change, They 
ſhall be in Triumph as b<fore ſ+id, having the Fathers name writren in Glory 
on their Forcheads: Bur the Beſts Tyranny ſhall be then at a ful end, 

And even, as after the Aſcent of the witneſſes, It is ſaid: In the fame Hour the 
Tenth of the Great City Fell, even that Great City, or Apſtate Church, that fits 
upon the Beaſt Arm'd with his ten.

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len, That Great City, And if any man worſhip the Beaſt,and his Image,7#c. Now theſe 
things could notin this Triumphant manner be promulgated with fo loud a voice jn 
any Conſiſtency with a Kingdom ſo Great,as over all Kindreds, Tongues,and Nations: 
and all the World wondring after the Beaſt, and worſhipping him, whoſe Names were not 
written in the b50k of Life : But now by this Voice prevailing, even as by the Earth- 
quake, there ſhall certainly be a Great Converfion, and giving Glory to God, 

Bur theſe things, I Afhrm in the word of the Lord, cannot be, till cheſe 1250 
days end, and they cannot end till 1697. 

If then there ſhould be ſo very grear, and Illuſtrious a change, as thoſe worthy 
and learned perſons, Ms. Zurieu, and Dr. Crefſener have Confided : that rhe very 
Throne and Laws of France ſhould at the furtheſt in 1690. Submir to rhe Reformas 
tion, Yer I am bold in the ſame word of the Lord ro Afirm,that ſuch achange would 
beno more, then a great motion rowards,and pledg ofthe witzeſſes riſing and Aſcen- 
ding, and ſuch as may be very well expe&ed, wheneverGod pleaſes,to ſuch an end. 

Even as we have ſeen in this Nation a very Great Revelation, wherein hath 
appear'd a Hand az out of the Clouds, that ſhall never be drawn back, till it hath 
perform'd all, that God hath ſpoken: But how low are the Effects yet! 

But ſo long, as any witneſſes of Chriſt, are by reaſon of Popiſh Princes and Powers, 
neceſſirared either to have Thote,that hold the DoFrine of Balam or Popiſh Suprema-

out ſpeedily, and within Danjeſ's laſt 45 years, making the 1250 1335. 

Bleſſed then are thy, who wait and come to theſe 1335 days; For then ſhall be the 
Blefſed End,and Lotts of the New Jeruſalem,wherein chat perfetly Triumphant, In- 
namerable Company of all Nations, People, and Languages ( among which the ſealed 
ſofeerers for o_ under the Beaft, are the principal according to Revel.
